gramme. 

M. Pleven has sald, and re- 
pented recently, that only a 
broad-based = caalition can hope 
to solve the country's prob- 
lems, 

M, Mollet falled to win Con- 
servative rupport after saying 
that if he stood! for investiture 
as Prenilcr he would ark the 
Natlonal Assembly at the same 
time to vote his government 
special powers to handle ¢ccono- 
mic ‘and socinl' matters, includ- 
Ing price fixing, by decree. 

M, Pleven, who has a reputa- 
tion’ for cconomic lUbcralicm, 
was not expected to mect with 
the snme difficulty on the con- 
se¢rvative side,

Socialists that ‘ls 
Fovernment will do What uly

After Six Months’ Digging, Officials Now Admit: | 


NO SIGN OF T OWER TREASURE | 


Then Where Did 
Sir John — 
Hide The Loot? 


London, Oct. 6. . 

Six months’ digging in the vaults of the 
ancient Tower of London has produced 
no clue’ to the £700,000 treasure 
‘believed to have been buried there 300 
yours ago, it was officially admitted 
today. 

The story Goce that Sir John Barkstead, who was 
Governor of. the tower during the rule of 
Oliver Cromwell and also a jeweller, extorted 
vast sums’ from wealthy aristocrats impri- 
soned by Cromwell. 


But when the monarchy was 
restored Burkstend was exccut- 
ed--before telling where he had 
hidden his loot, then sald to be 
wo.th £40,000. 

Early this year oo water- 
diviner, Major @. A. Pogson, 
Vice-I'reltent of the Society of 
Doasers, and Mp Charley Quar- 
tell, Secrelary of the Speleo- 
loreal (cave exploring) 
Society, were given permission 
to look for it—at thelr ~ own 
expense, 

But before they started, the 
Ministry of Works, which looks 
ofter ancient monuments of 
historical value, decided to do 
some digging on its own, which 
hoppencd to be in the’ same spot 
where the — treasure-hunters 
thought the jewels lay.

Three “workmen probed 
nround, and found somo bones, 
Ofticlally, they were looking 
for n burled Roman wall. 

Major Pogson, 72, who was 
water diviner to the Bombay 
Government of Indla, helped to 
locate the right spot with his 
motoscope, a "Z" shaped piece 
af wire made out of his wife's 
knitting needles, which usually 
led him to water. 

The workmen tore up a con- 
crete patch 12 fect by six in the 
boiler room of the governor's

Ehrenburg’s answer 
falstdvlivn|teceteh entail 


Perhaps tho best answer to 
the oMeial party Mne on litera- 
ture is given by Mya Ehrenburg 
in a remarkable article called 
"The Lessons of Stendhal’ 
Which hus more bearing on the 
relations between the party and 
the writers than anything which 
has apptarcd Jin the Sovict 
press so far, The drticle, in a 
magazine called “Foreign Liteca- 
ture.” ig ostensibly concerned 
with Stendhal'’s Mterary method 
and ideas, but in fact it is oa 
thinly disguised gssay. on .the 
present slate of Soviet Hicrature 
and the politleal climate !n 
which It exists, Thus in 
answering the — offletal party 
irpument that the Stalln. cult 
trose oimerely because of the 
shortcomings of Stalin's per- 
sonality, and that It could nyt 
oceur agaln under Khrusheliev 
ov under “collective leadership,” 
Fhrenburg, without actually re« 
ferring to it, — products this 
quotation from Slendhal: 


What counts is not the 
personallty of the tyrant but, 
the essence of tyranny, A 
tyrant may be Intelllgent or 
stupld,; good or evil—but 
whatever the case he is both 
all-powerful and powerless, 
ho is frightened by conspira- 
cies, he Is flattered, he | is 
deceived, The prisons fill, the 
cowardly hypocrites whisper, 
ang the silence becomes sa 
complete that the heart almost 

. Stops, : 


Ehrenburg presses his point 
by making it clear that 
Stendhal's expericnee fy Instric- 
live today, that lt “dispels many 
illusions of the present day 
which are at times passed off rs 
incontrovertible truths,"" And, 
on the charge that Dudintsev 
ond others distort Soviet reality, 
Ehrenburg, again without ree 
ferring to the — present, quotes 
Stendhal as saying: “The novel 


Jis a mirror on o broad road, It 


reficelts at’ times the blue sky, 
at olher times the mud," the 
puddles and the bumps, And 
you accuse: the man who holds 
the mirror of Jacking taste. The 
mirror reflects mud, and you 
blame the mirror, You would 
do better to blame the road with 
its bumps, or the ropd depart. 
ment,” 

On the Government control of 
art, he quotes Stendhal thus: 
“Even If the. king {s an angel, 
his Government — destroys art, 
not because it bans the subiect 
of a pulnting but because it 
crushes the soul of the artist 
...-Even though the Ministers 
be the most honourable men in 
the world, tondyism, flattery, 
and. ,obsequiousness will still 
develop." On hls own behalf 
Ehrenbury odds that. for . the 
writer to be able to write crea- 
tlvely he must have “enthu- 
slasm und Inner — freedom.” 
And, ‘in partial explanation of 
hls own toadylng in the past 
and his ,own covering up of 
Stalin's. crimes, he quotes 
Stendhal again: “At foult fs 
the socicty which demands 
hypocrisy, . punishes for truth, 
pnd ebies large feelings on be= 
alfof n multitude of conven- 
tions,” ie 

To round off his argument 
Ehrenburg: maintains that tho 
ertatest Iesson to be found in 
Stendhal Js his ‘“excepHonal 
truthfulness." He adds: “That 
ds perhops for us the main thing 
“hot only . for writers but for 
all people of the mid-twentieth 
he. “more passion 
there is in ‘one's attractions and 
repulslons, the more insistently 
wil consclence—yea ang reason 
—demand the truth.” : 

To judge from. Ehrenburg’s 
writings his one great 
attraction: is the: vision of a 
Communist world 
ercat re lon. the : capitalist 
world, t he wrote in this 


Soviet Unlon of ahy aspect of 
capltallsm, which he hates, 

_ Although he may yet be made 
to reeint—as he has done so 
vfien In his carcer—or to dtny 
this Interpretation of his article, 
what he hos written ig in fnet a 
plea that the Soviet writers 
fnvuld be allowed to make their 
vision of Communism a reality. 
His article is also a warning that 
untess they are allowed to do 
to in thelr own way ‘the silence 
muy become so complete that 
the heart almost stops." Ehrea- 
luis fs not one of the writers 
vito Nave taken part in the 
‘conspiracy of silence,” to which 
even Mr Khrushehsvy colquely 
refers.

Tne change in personalities

American business entered the fourth quarter of 
1957 last week with all signs pointing to a long, 


level plateau—neither 


boom nor bust — 


extending at least to the autumn of 1958, 


The optimists who had pre- 
dicted a sharp fourth quecrier 
upturn in business activity were, 
confounded, some business leud= 
ers were dlsappolnted, but gov- 
ernment economists ind those 
analysts who think in long 
range ferms were probably 
sueretly pleased, 


With the example of Great 
Britaln—where stern and — be- 
lated austerity methods heve 
been Involted to check runaway 
inflation—before them, . It was 
diMcult for US Government 
morictary experts to see anything 
omtnous in a lévelling-off causcd 
nt least partly by their own de- 
fibetate thht-money policies.

A 100-ft tower, the only 
one of its kind in the 
world, is. being built 
at Newcastle - upon - 
Tyne to carry out op- 
tical tests on very 
large mirrors for 
astronomical tele- 
scopes, 


The reficcting - surface of 
mirrors used = In telescopes has 
to be accurate to something Ike 
two milllonths of an inch and 
hitherto mirrors up to 74 Inches 
In diameter have been tested in 
a horizontal tunnel while stand= 
ing on edge. 


With larger mirrors, however, 
this tunnel method js not satis- 
factory, because the mirror dis- 
torts under. its own  weilphit. 
That’ is why this special testing 
gwer has been designed.

However, with government 
spending and business outlays 
for expauston levelling off, and 
mony industries fuccd with an 
excess of production, the strong 
rate of growth In the economy 
has slowed down, 

“Earlier hopes that there 
might be a smart rebound In 
the economy in the final quarter 
are now fading, and many cor~ 
porate oMicials are beginning to 
wonder whether the forepart of 
1953 will measure up to the 
levels for the corresponding 
period of the current year,” 
said Stundard & Poors. 

Prentice-Hall analysts sald 
concern about the business out~ 
look next year !s growing In the 
face of a continued decline in 
business spending for expansion 
and inventories—two important 
props to US prosperity since the 
end of World War II. 

Business spending hns da- 
clined in only two of the 12 
post-war years, 1949 and 1954, 
both recession years. 


Offset Decline . 


Strength in auta production, 
housing constructlon, —govern= 
ment spending ond consumer 
spending helped to offset the 
decline in business expenditures 
in 1949 and 1054, reventing 
any serious. cconomic down- 


turns. ' 

Prentice-Hall said “no pretty 
prompt reversal of gears on 
fight money, on {cderal spending 
tor defence and pubilc works, 
and on consumer. tax cute will 
bo needed to shift the US 
‘economy into a new uptrend 
before the 1058 elections.”

“That was the first meeting 
that the Court hdd held since 
November 1941, that is just be- 
fore the attack on the Colony, 
Other obvious sources of 
historical Information would be 
the addresses by the Chancellor 
und the Vice-Chancellor, com- 
mencing with those at the 36h 
Congregation in 1950. 


“This was the first Congregit- 
tion that had been-held since 
May 1941. Those of you who 
were present at the 1950 Cone 
gregation, which was held in this 
Hall, will recollect that we 
were Iiterally sitting without a 
roof over our heads, und it was 
n very cold winter's day. 


A CHANGE 


“What oa .change there has 
been in the yoars since Libcra- 
tlon! It might well be typlificd 
by the difference between the 
hall of 1950 with no iwof and 
this fine holl of today. That 
symbolises the ‘change that hos 
come about in the University. 
Rehoabilitation, consolidation and 
confidence: confidence !n {tselr. 
Onc cannot but be struck by 
the fact that the University has 
got complete confidence in itself. 

“But equally, if not more, im- 
portant ly that the people of 
Hongkong now fully accept and 
support the University, It is 
my recollection that in the carly 
post war years that was not en- 
trely so. Thete were many who 
were wholehcarted supporters of 
the University, but there were 
(hose who, at best, were only 
halfhearted supporters, 


“The tine they took wns that 
they agreed with the arguments 
for a Medical faculty, but not 
with’ those for a University 
generally, ie. the btmantties, 
resetrdh, and so on, 


“They regardet these as un- 
necessary lugurles; They did not 
advocate the vcrapping of the 
University, but they would not 
have supported the idea jg it 
box meimt starting de novo, 
They sald that smee the Univer- 
sity was olready in being they 
supported we would have to 
carry on with it, but that we 
snoule spend ag Ittle os possible 


on. ; 
ACCEPTED 

“They certainly did not ac- 
cept the University for its own 
snkc. Today it is difficult. ta 
renilsc that there was that cure 
rent of thought prevalent in the 
Colony, for now the University 
19 wholcheartedJy uccepted, 


“That, 1 imagine, is of great 
psychological importance to the 
University, but also It is of im» 
portance to the community as a 
whole. ‘ 

“This reluctance, or lock of 
enthusiasm, for «a ‘university 
which os I have sald, prevailed 
In Hongkong until foirly recent 
years, was not unique to Hong- 
kong. It was well known in the 
United’ Kingdom nmong come 
merelal and. business circles, 
certulnly up to the Ist World 
War if not, later, 

“For example, ‘really large 
business concerns and organisa- 
tlong would never, if they 
could_possiibly avoid it, recruit 
to thelr executive branches 
graduates from universities 
who they considered. had had 
thelr heads filled with poctry, 
pr other things which they ree 
garded as stuff ond nonsence. 

“They proferred to recruit 
boys direct from school and 
give them a good practical 
fralning. Now these selfsame 
conetrns invariably go to the 
universitics, and I am dot now 
talking about the scientists or 
the spectalists. 

.. “Hongkong, therefore, In the 
way in which its thought to- 
wards the University hos 
developed, has gone through 
tha sume phase as did the 
United. Kingdom. aud other 
cquntrles, cee ae) Pe

“Another change that I have 
noticed over, the past ten years 
is’ jn the relations between 
Government and the University,
